At an age wh en most men h ave long 
abandoned work for th e ease and comfort 
of retirement, Konrad Adenauer continues 
to guide th e destinies of West Germany . 
Adenauer recently celebrated h is 8 1st birth ­ 
day . His h ealth is still ex cellent, and h e 
sh ows no desire to leave h is position of 
leadersh ip. 
Th e free world owes a great debt to Kon­ 
rad Adenauer. In th e day s just after World 
War II it was wondered wh eth er German 
leaders would emerge wh o could command 
th e respect of th eir people and at th e same 
time lead th em away from th e degrading 
path s down wh ich th ey h ad followed Adolph 
Hitler. Konrad Adenauer answered th at 
desperate need for leadersh ip with dogged 
courage and resolution.

WAITING FOR POLIO 
Millions of adults in th e United States 
are waiting for poliomy elitis. Th ey are 
waiting with out armor. If th ey are lucky , 
polio will not attack th em. If th ey are un­ 
lucky , polio will strike th em with paraly sis 
and possibly death . 
Perh aps it is unfair to say th at th ese 
millions of adults are passively waiting, un­ 
armed, for th is crippling scourge.

Th e Boards of Education of th e City of New 
York are h aving a difficult time keeping Com­ 
munists out of th e sch ool sy stem no m atter h ow 
much h arm th e Communists may do to th e stu­ 
dents and to th e country . In th e instance of th e 
Board of High er Education, th e courts h ave in­ 
tervened to give protection and comfort to th e 
Communists; in th e instance of th e Board of Edu­ 
cation, James E. Allen. Jr., Commissioner of Edu­ 
cation of th e State of New York, h as intervened 
on grounds th at seem, at best, to be dubious. 
Th e q uestion h inges on providing information 
about oth ers. Communist* call a person wh o pro­ 
vides such information an informer wh ich h as be­ 
come a dirty word; th e FBI refers to th em as in­ 
formants wh ich cleans it up somewh at. Th e fact 
of th e matter is th at information on any subject 
must come from th ose wh o know; it cannot be 
picked out of th e air. Th ose wh o h ave th e most 
valuable information about Communists are Com­ 
munists, some of wh om leave th e party and are 
willing to tell all; oth ers say th at th ey h ave left 
th e party but are unwilling to tell anvth ing. In 
recent y ears, some w’h o h ave professed Marx ist 
materialism w'h ich is by rule, ath eistic, insist th at 
th ey may not give information about oth ers be­ 
cause th eir religious beliefs forbid it. But wh en 
did th ey acq uire such religious beliefs? 
Commissioner Allen, speaking for th e New’ 
York State Education Department, said: 
. . I n my Judgment th e (New York City ) 
Board is most optimistic if it believes th at a jury 
will convict on th e flimsy evidence of informeia. 
It is. of course, perh aps true th at th e Board. u'h en 
th e name is known, migh t be able to obtain cor­ 
roborating evidence. It is also possible for th e 
Board to call th e teach er in and ask wh eth er h e 
or sh e is a Communist. Th e argument th at th e 
Boa I'd needs someone to name names is of no 
value h ere because th e Board in any event can 
call in any teach er, or for th at matter, all teach ­ 
ers, and ask if th ey are Communists. . . 
How naive can one be? In 1920, it migh t h ave 
been assumed th at such a q uestion could be asked 
with th e ex pectation of a truth ful answer. If a 
Communist answered truth fully , h e would prob­ 
ably be ex pelled from th e party . Dr. Allen appar­ 
ently issues obiter dicta with out reading th e rec­ 
ord wh ich abounds with perjury and contempt 
ch arges and convictions. Th e most valuable in­ 
formation any agency h as received on th e subject 
ol Communists and Communism h as come from 
so-called informers. Neverth eless, Dr. Allen say s 
“ th e use of an informer is of little 
v aIuc." 
Peter Campbell Brown, Corporation Counsel 
of New York City , in a statement to th e court 
on th is subject, said: 
“For ex ample, y our Honor, th e convictions of 
Hiss, th e convictions of th e Rosenbergs and of 
th e 11 top ech elon Communists in th e length y 
trial at Foley Sq uare is irrefutable proof th at th e 
testimony of former members of th e Communist 
Party is*not regarded as flimsy , th e word of th e 
Commissioner, but instead and contrary to th at, 
y our Honor, did persuade juries to convict and 
Courts to uph old th ese convictions.” 
Furth er, Brown said: 
. . as I h ave already indicated, 125 sch ool 
personnel identified and so identified by former 
Communists in th is kind of inq uiry are no longer 
in th e sch ool sy stem of New' York City . Th e dif­ 
ference between identification and mere inq uiry , 
y our Honor, to th is, I would point out if I may , 
th at th e meth od employ ed by th e Board makes 
available th e vital first clue in an investigation 
th at is. th e identity of th e person wh o was. in 
fact, a former Communist. Th e proposal by th e 
Commission th at th is meth od is unnecessary be­ 
cause th e Board may call in any persons, deprives 
th e Board, y our Honor, of th is first clue.” 
Th e emph asis on th e first clue is important 
because obviously with out it, noth ing can be 
known alth ough much can be guessed at. Ch il­ 
dren come h ome from sch ool with curious ideas 
about th e inferiority of th e United States and one 
assumes th at th e ch ild picked up some q ueer no­ 
tions from a screw-ball, but it is impossible for a 
parent to know' wh at a deep impression is being 
made upon th e ch ild’s mind by some teach er wh o 
ridicules th e tradition and folk-way s of th is coun­ 
try .

Secretary of State Dulles, in 
th e testimony h e gave in closed 
session to th e House Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee th is week, a 
portion of wh ich now h as been 
released, said th at several Mid­ 
dle East countries are faced with 
economic ch aos as a result of th e 
closing of th e Suez Canal and 
th e blowing up in Sy ria of th e 
oil pipeline from Iraq .

Bar to Iavestors 
Wh y , for ex ample, sh ould any 
investors th rough out th e world 
put up any money for th e widen­ 
ing of th e Suez Canal or oth er­ 
wise to improve it for future 
ex pansion if Nasser at any mo­ 
ment migh t seize th eir properties 
and do with th em as h e pleases? 
In fact, th ere is grave danger 
th at th e Suez Canal will not be 
th e same important waterway in 
th e nex t ten y ears th at it h as 
been in th e past. New pipelines 
to Mediterranean ports from th e 
Arab countries, by passing Egy pt, 
are a vital certainty now'. Th e

Ex pense Is Same 
Also, larger and larger tankers 
are being ordered wh ich in a few 
y ears will carry more and more 
oil around th e Cape of Good 
Hope and avoid passage th rough 
th e Suez altogeth er.

British and French took th e 
initiative and used force, th e 
Nasser regime wa> docn:ed. For 
it meant th at businesses of all 
kinds in Western Europe would 
be wary of Egy pt. Any country 
*h mst goes in for “nationaliza­ 
tion”—a euph emistic word tor 
arbitrary confiscation—is bound 
to scare off investment capital 
and discourage commercial re­ 
lationsh ips. 
Brief Triumph 
Nasser may h ave enjoy ed a 
brief triumph in th e press of 
some countries and among th ose 
in th is country wh o wanted to 
toss barbs at th e American gov­ 
ernment,

canal—an action th at was cou­ 
pled with h is purch ase of arms 
from th e Communists.

Th e Hungarians learned not to be afraid 
of th e individual Russian figh ting man, for 
th ey found h im often a confused, inefficient, 
disorganized figh ter. Endless times th ey 
bested h im in combat, and as 19 57 gath ­ 
ers momentum th ey are still doing it. 
We can never overlook th e fact th at U)e 
Russians employ ed up to 20 divisions to 
subdue th e fiery Hungarians, with a h eavy 
complement of armored units in th is force. 
It was th e weigh t of metal th at crush ed th e 
rebellion, not th e Russian soldier, even in 
large numbers. 
We can understand h ow th e rebels h eld 
out. Th ey lost th eir fear of th et contrived 
image of th e Soviet soldier. Th ey know h im 
as h e is, and h e no longer makes th em 
tremble. 


! disorders of th is organ h ave become one of th e 
commonest of all ailments. 
Th e gall bladder is a pear-sh aped sac ly ing 
adjacent to and partially attach ed to th e under­ 
side of th e liver in th e righ t upper part of th e 
abdomen.

Th is bile is essential for th e digestion of fats and 
fat-like substances. 
Th e gall bladder is notorious for its h abit of 
manufacturing gall stones. 
So prevalent is th is 
unfortunate peculiarity th at it is estimated th at 
approx imately 25 per cent of all women and 10 
per cent of all men will develop gall stones at 
some time or oth er before th ey reach 60 y ears of 
age. Tw'o main causes for th e formation of stones 
h ave Wen rath er generally accepted alth ough 
th ere are several oth er th eories backed by in­ 
teresting evidence. Th e two most popular beliefs 
are: 
1. Th at an upset in th e patient’s ch emistry , 
specifically failure of fat and ch olesterol, causes 
stones to cry stallize and precipate out from th e 
fluid bile. 
2. Th at stones are th e aftermath of previous 
infection wh ich may h ave occurred many y ears 
before. 
As one ph y sician stated it, “Gall stones 
are th e tombstones of infection.” 
Gall bladder disease is seen about th ree times 
more often in women th an in men, $nd produces 
sy mptoms usually between th e ages of 35 and 55 
y ears. Pregnancy , since it is often complicated by 
an imbalance of fat and ch olesterol metabolism, 
may be responsible for th i* greater freq uency in 
women.
